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STEELHEAD SALMON 
: ~~ IN GREAT LAKES 


Does it go to prove contention of 
one school of scientists that steel: 
head salmon and rainbow trout are 
identical? ” 

An exceedingly interesting story sur- 
rounds the discovery of steelhead 
salmon in the Great Lakes. This 
species is indigenous to the Pacific 
and the manner of its arrival in in- 
terior ‘waters contributes an inter- 
esting point in the long-standing dis- 
pute as to the relationship between 
rainbow trout. and steelhead salmon. 

For some years the authorities of 
the State of Michigan: have been re- 
leasing rainbow trout fry in rivers 
and streams entering Lake Michigan. 
Only a few months ago a species’ of 


.salmon was caught in the neighbor- 


hood of Whitecloud Island, Georgian 
Bay, which upon examination proved 
to be the true steelhead of the Paci- 
fic. The flesh of the species in its 
native waters is pink, while in- this 
case it was nearly pure white, due, 
no doubt, to the fact that it had never 
left fresh water. 

For a long time scientists were in 
controversy as to whether the rain- 
bow trout and ‘steelhead salmon were 
one and the same or merely closely 
related species. There appears n0 
other way of accounting for the pres- 
ence of the steelhead in the lakes ex- 
cept that they developed from ‘the 
rainbow trout eggé artificially matur- 
ed and released in Michigan.

Hon. George Hoadley, minister of 
Agriculture, has made application to 
the Canadian National Railways for 
the opetation of a mixed farming spec- 
{al train to be operated on ‘the C.N. 
R, and G, T. P. lines east of: Edmon- 
ton to the provincial boundary, sim- 
flar to that train which has ‘been op- 
erated by the C.P.R. and is now oper- 
ated in the southern part of the prov- 
ince. If the National Railways agree 
to operate this train, it is the inten- 
tion of Mr. Hoadley to have it-eperate 
one week on each line, touching at 
various points, where lectures will be 
given morning, afternoon and evening, 
on agricultural matters. 


Special meetings for farmers. at 
various points on the railway lines of 
Southern Alberta commenced last 
week at Foremost, south-east of Leth- 
bridge. This week meetings will ‘be 
héld at points on the Coutts and 
Cardston lines, commncing at Milk 
River next Monday and touching War- 
ner, Stirling, Raymond, Magrath, and 
Cardston. The week following, the 
meetings will commence at Pincher 
Creek and will touch Macleod, Grassy 
Lake, Bow Island, Winnifred, Seven 
Persons. The week of February 13 
will be spent on the Suffield-Lomond 
line. The speakers at these meetings 
are M. L, Freng and James Murray of 
the Department of Agriculture.., 


A series of poultry meetings start- 
ed last week under the Department of 
Agriculture, the first being held at 
Blackie on Monday. Vulcan, Cham- 
pion, Carmangay and Barons. are 
being touched. The meetings will 
start at Rockyford on February 6th, 
and will touch Munson, -Craigmyle, 
Hanna and Richdaler Jos. Shackle- 
ton and J. H. Hare are the speakers. 


The special mixed farming train 
started at Acme last week and visited 
Trricana, Okotoks, High River and 
‘Nanton. This week it will touch 
Vulcan, Blackie, Alix, Stettler, Castor 
and Coronation, and the week follow- 
ing, Camrose, Strome, Sedgewick, Har- 
disty, Czar and Provost. After that 
it will go to the Peace River district. 


‘Hon. Vernor W. Smith, minister of 
Railways and Telephones, made _ it 
plain at the U.F.A. convention. last 
week that there was to be no increase 
of rural telephone rates under present 
conditions. : 


Over $1,000,000 has already been 
spent, or will be spent, by the Pro- 
vincial Government in relief work in 
the Province, according to statements 
by Hon. Alex. Ross, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works. Much of this is for con- 
struction work of various kinds -being 
done by the government, aside ‘from 
any share the government may pay of 
the cost of relief work done ‘by muni- 
cipalities. The government is open- 
ing up a great deal of work on its 
own account for purposes of relief. 
It also finds itself under the obliga- 
tion of providing relief in unorganiz- 
ed territories, which include several 
large coal camps; The Dominion:gov- 
ernment is being asked to bear a 
share of this. ‘Work being carried on 
by the Government includes two large 
bridges over the Red Deer River, 
nearly $200,000 for road work, jail 
buildings at Drumheller and Edson, 
and-other public buildings. 


Over $100,000-has already been 
spent in keeping open schools in cer- 
tain districts of the south. The De- 
partment of Agriculture already has 
given relief to 553 families, cost of 
supplies for these families having 
totalled $16,500. 


The Provincial Government has 
announced the appointment, tempor- 
arily, of Mr. A. F. Jamison as assis- 
tant lfbrarian for the provincial 
library, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the promotion of J. A. Jaffary to the 
position of librarian to succeed John 
Blue. Mr. Jamison has had special 
training in library work, and is a 
graduate of Toronto University. 


Premier Greenfield this week told a 
delegation from the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labor that no legislation will 
be put upon the statute books without 
full study and consideration. The 
Premier stated to the delegation that 
too much legislation had already been 
put through in past years with undue 
haste. The delegation presented res- 
olutions passed at’the recent conven= 
tion in Lethbridge which called for a 
great deal of legislation of a very ad- 
vanced nature. One resolution called 
for the sale of real ‘beer, claiming that 
boo#/legging would be eliminated, if 
this were done. Mr. Browglee told the 
delegation that he did not agree with 
them, that in Quebec where’ there 
was government control and liquor 
could pe had easily under the law, 
boot-legging was just as active as in 
Alberta. Other demands made by the 
delegation were for legislation to 
regulate rents; amendments to the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act for 
extension of medical service to in- 
clude sickness; for the enactment of 
legislation for a greater protection of 
wages of working men; for the es- 
tablishment of boards to fix a stan- 
dard of living; for the establishment 
of a 44hour week for all workers; 
for the extension of the school age 
from fifteen to sixteen years; for 
the establishment of $1200 as the 
minimum salary for teachers; for 
proportional representation, and many 
other things. 


In connection with the $1200 mini- 
mum for teachers, Premier Greenfield 
said that he did not agree altogether 
with this request, but felt that 
teachers’ salaries 8 ld be increased 
in later years of“experience, rather 
than at the beginning. 

A request was also made by_ the 
delegation for a better standard of 
milk in the province. Hon. Mr. 
Hoadley stated that while this was 
desirable, it opened up a very big 
question in which there were many 
phases to be considered. 


The report of the Farm Survey 
Board of Alberta has been presented 
to Premier Greenfield. It makes 
some important recommendations 
with respect to conditions in the 
south, and a synopsis will ibe given 
out for publication shortly.

SETTLE ON LAND 


Complete Figures to End of 1921 Show 
27,371 Have Started Farming.

Ottawa, January 27.—Figures com- 
plete to the end of 1921, show that 
27,371 returned men have been settled 
on the land under the provisions of 
thé soldiers’ settlement act. The appli- 
cations for the privileges of the act 
number 62,436, and 44,722 have been 
qualified. There are fifty-two men in 
training and 3,118 completed training. 
The number settled on the land in- 
cluded 21,246 who have been granted 
loans and 6,125- others who have 
been settled on soldier grants with- 
out. 

The board states that the amount 
of money saved to soldier settlers 
through special purchasing arrange- 
ments with manufacturers of imple- 
ments, harness, etc., is $961,139, while 
a saving of $3,840,909 has ‘been ef- 
fected by reductions from the  ven- 
dor’s option in the case of land pur- 
chased. 

Four hundred and sixty-seven sat- 
tlers have repaid their loans in full.

It has been safd that an agriculturaf 
eountry can néver reach {ts maximum 
state of development until its farmers 
engage extensively in dairying. This 
principle {8 now universally recog- 
nized, and the countries following the 
best farming methods are those pro- 
ducing the highest per capita output 
of milk, butter and cheese. 

Western Canada.has proved many 
times over that she can produce the 
best hard wheat in the world, and 
now she is convincing her neighbors 
that she can send them butter of just 
as fine a quality as her grain. Her 
farmers are gradually being persuaded 
that the most economical way to mar- 
ket their fodders and other crops is 
in the form of livestock and dairy pro- 
duce, and practical dgmonstration {s 
proving this. During the last ten 
years a phenomenal growth in the 
number of dairy cows and a wonderful 
improvement in the quality of dairy 
products has beer. witnessed in the 
Canadian West. At the present rate 
of progress, the permanent agriculture 
of these Western Provinces will, in a 
few years more, be devoted largely to 
intelligent dairy farming, with its pro- 
ducts commanding the same respect 
as “No. 1 Canadian Hard Wheat” does 
today. 

Before this can be accomplished, 
however, it is recognized that West- 
ern Canada must produce butter and 
cheese of a quality that will enable 
her to compete in the world’s markets 
with such countries as Denmark, 
where the science of marketing dairy 
produce has been reduced to a fine 
art. To do this successfully, the 
basic product—cream—must not only 
be of a high quality, but the finished 
article for export must be of a uni- 
form grade and adapted to the palates 
of the people in the countries where 
it is sent. This is the problem that is 
now occupying the attention of dairy 
-experts in-ail three provinces. What 
success has attended their efforts may 
be judged from the fact that a ready 
market is found for all surplus pro- 
duce, not only in the provinces of 
Eastern Canada but also in the Unit- 
_ed States and Europe. 

It was not until 1915 that even; 
Manitoba, although the oldest of the 
Prairie Provinces, commenced to pro- 
duce enough butter to do any export- 
ing. In 1919, however, that province 
sent out 153 carloads, and during the 
first few months of 1920, 17 carloads 
of creamery butter were shipped to 
Chicago, one to New York, one to 
Philadelphia, and two to Nova Scotia, 
besides a number of carloads to East- 
ern Canada and the Pacific coast. 
Saskatchewan is following closely in 
the footsteps of her sister province, 
and during the first nine months of 
1920, shipped 81 carloads of produce, 
43 of which went to Eastern Canada 
and seven to points in the United 
States. From a production of just 
over two million pounds in 1910, Al- 
Dberta now has an annual output of 
more than twelve million pounds of 
creamery butter, which is increasing 
steadily every year. A large propor- 
tion of this naturally finds its way to 
the export market. 

In 1910, Alberta produced 2,315,000 
pounds of butter, Saskatchewan, 1,-

B.C, FARMERS WILL 


LIKELY LINK UP 
TO PROGRESSIVES 


Long Discussion Expected in the 
Convention in Vancouver Today. 


Vancouver, Januiry 26.—Delegates 
to the annual convention of the Unit- 
ed Farmers of British Columbia, 
which opened here yesterday, are 
preparing for a long debate on a 
resolution ‘which will be submitted 
by the directors urging the organiza- 
tion now to prepare to enter’ the 
political fleld. An interesting argu- 
ment is expected when the resolution 
is introduced, probably Thursday 


afternoon, as a number of the dele- 
gates have expressed the opinion 
that the association should link up 
with the National Progressive party 
in the east, and President R. A. Cope- 
land, in his annual address, strongly 
recommended affiliation with the 
Canadian Council of Agriculture and 
the adoption of a platform in prepara- 
tion for future elections. 

Mr. Copeland drew warm applause 
{from the convention when he urged 
farmers to sell no more land to Orien- 
tals and, if it were necessary to lease, 
that the time be limited to one year. 
In this way he believed much could 
be done toward making British Col- 
umbia a white man’s country. 

“In the past,” declared the presi- 
dent, “we sent lawyers and doctors 
and manufacturers to parliament, and 
they naturally favored their friends. 
“Let us of the farm send our own 
people there—not to obtain special 
favors, but a square deal. I strongly 
urge upon this convention to draft 
# farmers’ platform before we ad- 
journ, so that when another election 
comes around we will have a_ plat: 
form to put up to the candidates, and 
if they do not pledge themselves to 
support our platform, then it should 
be up to us to support a candidate 
who will.” * 

The executive report said that 
thirty-four new locals had been  or- 
ganized during the year, bringing 
the total to 174 and the membership 
numbered 2,130 and 373 women and 
juniors.

Like fevers, social movements have 
their crises,. which determine the 
future of the patient. Most of the 
so-called present day movements for 
reform of social and industrial con- 
ditions are somewhere near the 
crisis sow. Some of them have al- 
ready passed the crisis, leaving the 
patient lifeless and impotent. 

It.is the crisis that tests the effi- 
ciency of leadership. That is why 
the great farmer and labor move- 
ments have more serfous problems to 
face today than they have ever had 
before. Great destinies may be affect- 
ed by the thoughtless action of to- 
day. 

No movement is in greater need of 
intelligent direction than the popular 
ery for economy of administration in 
civic and other governments. No 
demand seems to be quite as spon- 
taneous as the idea of reducing the 
salary of public servants. 

Heads are falling and salaries are 
diminishing in all directions. Some 
of them may have a right to, others 
seem to work an_ injustice. The 
great need of the times is_ for 
efficiency in public service and _ or- 
ganized society should never sacrifice 
efficiency without according its fair 
treatment in the matter of remuner- 
ation. 

Private corporations have often 
been regarded as superior to public 
institutions. Why? Largely because 
efficient men have been secured at 
salaries that the public would not 
tolerate in puwblic positions. 

Nothing in the operation of labor 
organizations has done so much _ to 
bring about present industrial con- 
ditions as the standardization of 
wages has done. The policy has put 
a premium on laziness and inefficiency 
that are cursing the nation today. 

When a man sinks to the point 
where his whole attitude may be 
summed up in the words “A maximum 
of wages for the shortest number of 
hours of minimum production,” his 
value to the community and to the 
nation has sunk as near as possible 
to the vanishing point. 

If public bodies place a premium 
on efficiency, rather than the ruth- 
less slashing of salaries, the de- 
mands of economy will be served 
most intelligently. A good man can- 
not do his best on an insufficient eal- 
ary. Sometimes a lazy man will not 
do his best till starvation stares 
him in the face.

TUBERCULOSIS TAKES

HUGE TOLL. 

During every eight-year period in 


Canada, tuberculosis destroys more 
Canadians than did all the German 
bullets, shells, bayonets, poison gas, 
submarines, aeroplanes, Zeppelins 
pombs and other paraphernalia of des- 
traction in the whole course of the 
great world war. To this one agency 
alone, death owes 8,424 recruits re- 
ceived by it in 1920, and this in spite 
of various public and private sanitoria 
and the increasing propaganda with 
which anti-tuberculosis societies edu- 
cate Canadians to help them in fight- 
‘ng the disease. Quebec has been 
hardest hit by tuberculosis, the ast 
annual figures showing 3,196 deaths 
from tuberculosis from June, 1919, to 
June, 1920. The Dominion statistics, 
just issued on the subject, however, 
exclude Quebec, which does not co- 
operate with other provinces in sup- 
plying vital statistics to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Ontario, with 
the largest population in the Dom- 
inion, comes second to Quebec, with 
2,300 deaths, and the other provinces 
suffered as follows: Nova Scotia, 775; 
Manitoba, 455; British Columbia, 446; 
New Brunswick, 389; Alberta, 381; 
Saskatchewan, 357; and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, 125. The first seven 
months of the year show the greatest 
number of monthly fatabities, May 
being highest with 547, and July low- 
est with 414. In the last five months 
of the year there is very little differ- 
ence between months, December being 
lowest with 360, and October highest 
with 371.

She brought forth 
from her instrument an abundance of 
purity of tone coupled with graceful 
rhythm, which was warmly received. 
Madam Quigg delighted the audience 
with “The Kerry Dance,” and respond- 
ed to the encore with a quaint Gavotte 
Song, “Old and New.” Miss Nona 
Quigg accompanied very sympatheti- 
cally. 

A performance of exceeding grand- 
eur was displayed by Master Eugene 
Murphy in the “Deutsche Tanze,” 
Beethoven. Seldom such abandon and 
breadth of style has been heard by 
an artist even of more mature years 
than Master Eugene. The audience 
were aroused to high admiration and 
insisted on an encore, which he gave, 
playing “Gigue,” Martenni. Miss 
Mabel Soderman played Heller’s well 
known “Tarantelle Ab” as an_ illus- 
tration of the Italian dance, and her 
sister, Miss Dora, interpreted the 
pretentious and grand “Mazurka” of 
Godard’s. ‘Miss Soderman’s playing 
was wonderful, her touch revealing 
such beauty of perspectivé—indeed, it 
is doubtful if it could be interpreted 
better. The “Rain Dance,” Grunn, 
a characteristic dance of the _ In- 
dians, is a composition which re- 
quires much skill to present if in a 
realistic fashion, but in the capable 
hands of Miss Nona Quigg, an inter- 
pretation resulted of vivid imagination 
and you could fancy the Indians danc- 
ing before you. It is a long time 
since Miss Zelma Moyes has delighted 
us with her playing, and we gladly 
welcome her back to the concert 
platform. ‘“Zuba Dance,” Dett, feat- 
uring the music of the Negro dances, 
was a charming and subtle vehicle, 
and through the individuality of 
Miss Zelma’s pianism, we were trans- 
ported to the Southern Plantations, 
so much so, that on being recalled, a 
repetition was given. 

Throughout the concert, Mrs. R. 
L. Gaetz made comment on the vari- 
ous styles of dances which the pro- 
gramme contained.

SHACKLETON DIED ON 
JOURNEY OF EXPLOR- 
ATION IN THE 

ANTARCTIC — 


At One Time Within 97 Miles’ Of 
South Pole; Expedition Will Be 
Continued. 


Montevideo, Urguay, January 29.— 
Sir Ernest Shackleton, the’ British 
explorer, died January 5 on board the 
steamship Quest, on which he was 
making another expedition into the 
Antarctic regions. 

Death was due to angina pectoris 
and occurred when the Quest was off 
the Gritvicken station. 

The body was brought to Monte- 
video on board a Norwegian steamer 
and will be taken by another steamer 
to Europe. 

Captain L. Hussey, of the Quest, 
will accompany the body home. 
SHACKLETON DIED SUDDENLY 

Sir Ernest died on board the Quest, 
which was anchored off South Georgia 
Island. 

The previous night he had _ been 
slightly indisposed, but no uneasiness 
was felt for him. His medical needs 
were attended to by Captain Hussgy. 

At 3.30 o’clock on the morning of 
Jan. 5, Sir Ernest began to sink rapid- 
ly, and despite all efforts by his at- 
tendants, he died within three min- 
utes. 

Captain Htfssey said the symptoms 
showed that Sir Ernest had died from 
angina pectoris. His body was trans- 
ferred from the Quest to a Norweg- 
ian steamer and, accompanied by 
Captain Hussey, arrived here this 
morning. 

Governmental and military honors 
were paid the body. The government 
will retain the custody of the body un- 
til it is embarked for England, which 
will probably be on _ ‘board the 
steamer Andes, Feb. 11. 

The startling news of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton’s death spread rapidly 
this morning, though for a time it 
was impossible to obtain details ow- 
ing to the reserve of those accom- 
panying the body of the famous ex- 
plorer. The desire first to acquaint 
the widow, who is in London, and 
King George with the news, was the 
cause of this reserve. 

Sub-commander Frank will assume 
direction of the expedition, and Cap- 
tain Hussey will accompany the body 
of Sir Ernest to England so as to In- 
form the British government fully 
mi at the same time deliver the 
explorer’s baggage and documents.

Ottawa, January 380.—With prac- 
tically all the members of the cabi- 
net in the city or expected to be here 
today, a busy week is anticipated on 
Parliament hill with decisions on sev- 
eral matters which have been under 
consideration recently. Hon. J. 
King, who is slated for the portfolio 
of minister of public works, is ex- 
pected to arrive in Ottawa. during 
the week and will, it is expected, be 
in a position to advise the govern- 
ment with respect to conditions on 
the Pacific coast where work on dry- 
docks and other contracts, awarded 
just previous ‘to the geners!  elec- 
tion, were ordered suspended pend- 
ing tinvestigation. Following a con- 
ference between Premier King and 
the members of the government who 
are already here, it is expected there 
will be some announcement as to 
whether or not the government will 
allow these works to be proceeded 
with.

107 KILLED IN 
THEATRE DISASTER 


Washington, January 30.—Official 
police records last night placed ‘the 
known dead~st the Knickerbocker 
theater disaster at 107. Elimination 
of duplicated names brought the 
final total down from the unofficial 
peak of 112, at which the toll of the 
catastrophe was placed Saturday 
night. The list of injured stood at 
134 and 14 Nsted as “seriously injur- 
ed.” Caught beneath the falling 
beams which had been designed ° to 
act as traverse supports for the 
roof, scores were taken to hospitals 
suffering from broken limbs or 
severe internal injuries. Many were 
given immediate medical attention at 
improvised stations hastily erected 
near the scene of the disaster. 

The Kninkerbocker, one of the 
newest and largest of the capital’s 
motion picture houses, was rated as 
one of the most exclusive, drawing its 
patronage from the northwest resi- 
dential section in the vicinity of 
Upper Connecticut avenue. 

Family groups ‘predominated in 
the audience which gathered Satur- 
day night to watch the showing of a 
rollicking comedy, and it was upon 
these that tke roof, backed by tons 
of wet snow, descended with barely 
a whispered warning. In the entire 
audience but one person was found 
who had become aware of impending 
doom in time to reach an exit. A 
number of others worked their way 
to safety through scant openings in 
the wreckage. 

The disaster which ‘brought 80 
heavy toll of human life and limb 
occurred without the ‘slightest warn- 
ing, the roof buckling in the middle 
and falling practically intact to the 
floor below, where an audience of 
several hundred were watching a reel 
of “Get Rich Quick Wallingford.” The 
accident was generally attributed to 
the weight of snow which had ac- 
cumulated under one of the severest 
storms Washington had experienced 
in more than 20 years. 

The roof crashed, as one woman 
described it, with a sound like thun- 
der, and in falling sheered the walls 
clean and carried with it to the floor 
the cement and steel balcony. Under 
the compression of air, many of 
those near the exits ‘were thrown 
forcibly to the street, but scores 
were pinned under the wreckage, not 
to-be extricated for many hours.

W.C.T.U. of the City of Red Deer, at 
our regular meeting, desire to place 
ourselves on record as being absolute- 
ly opposed to any tampering with our 
present Liquor Act which might have 
a tendency to weaken its influence as 
a factor in prohibiting by law the use 
of, or traffic in, alchoholic liquors as 
a beverage. We further wish to ex- 
press our disapproval of any attempt 
to alter the Act in such a way as to 
permit the sale of light wines or beers, 
either under governmental control or 
otherwise.” 

‘We call upon our Government to use 
every effort in its power to strengthen 
the present Act in such & Way as to 
meet the expressed wishes of the 
people who, by their votes, s0 emphati- 
cally declared that liquor in any form 
should the tolerated no longer as a 
beverage in the province of Alberta. 

“And finally, we pledge ourselves a: 
a body, to do all in our power to sup- 
port the authorities of the Govern: 


ment in enforcing the Liquor Act, 
which calls-for the suppression of the 
liquor traffic.” 

Mrs. Hassall conducted a very edu- 
cative and interesting questionary on 
our annual report which ‘proved very 
helpful to all.

Hold First Meeting for 1922—Lecture — 
to be Given by Dr. Crummy—Pre- — 
parations for Lieut.-General Bur- 
stall’s Visit—A. Speakman, M.P., 
Elected Honorary President. 


The Council of the Board of Trade 
held their first meeting for 1922 on 
Wednesday afternoon in the City Hall, 
President Botterill, Secretary Stephen- 
son and Messrs. E. G. Johns, J. R. 
McClure, J. A. Hale, R. L. Gaetz, H. J. 
Bayly, A. H. Moyes, R. B. Welliver, B. 
S. Hogg, and W. E. Lord were present. 

Rev. Dr. Crummy very kindly prom- 
ised to give a lecture on the Council 
of Education, in response to a request 
from the Board. The lecture will be 
given in the City Hall on Thursday 
evening, February 16, as at present ar- 
ranged. 

The matter of arranging a suitable 
reception for Lieut.-General Burstall 
on February 22 was taken up. In view 
of the short time General Burstall is 
spending in the city it was finally re- 
cided that the President and J. A. Hale 
be a committee to arrange a supper 
for General Burstall, where he and his 
staff would have the opportunity of 
meeting representatives from some of 
the city organizations.

AMBULANCE _ 
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SUPREME COURT 


\ 


The first case disposed of at the 
Supreme Court on Monday afternoon 
was Rex vs. Ira Shearer on the 
charges of stealing the Thorlakson 
horses, near Markerville. This is 
the case on which the jury disagreed 
about a year ago at Red Deer, and 
which was the basis, largely, for 
the charges against A. H. Russell, K. 
C., now being tried. 

Tra Shearer has been in custody 
ever since, most of the time serving 
a sentence on other convictions of 
horse stealing, which sentence ex- 
pired recently. 

The accused pleaded guilty. HH. 
MacDonald, K.C., Edmonton, for the 
Attorney-General’s Department, stat- 
ed that the Department would  con- 
sent to suspended sentence as if 
sentence had been passed, the time 
would have been served concurrently 
with the other sentence. ;
